FROM WASHINGTON.

Advices from the Nerth Atlantie Fleet.

Wasminoton, March 13—Deapatches have
been received at the Nav® Department from
Rear-Admiral Poor, commanding the North
Atlantie Fleet, dated Cape Haytien, Fabruary
12, The United States steamers Beverns and
Dictator arrived at Port-an-Prinee on the 19th
of February, Admiral Poor had called upon the
provisiooal President, and, after the nsual ex-
change of civilities, acquainted him with the
olject of bils visit to that port,

he President summoned his Cabinet, and the
Admiral explained the lostructions he had re-
ceived from this Government, namely: —That
negotiations were peuding between the Unilad
States and San Dowidogo. and that while the
wire pending this Government had determined,
with its whole power, to prevent any lnterfe-
rence on the part of the Haytien or any other
government with that of the Dominlcans, and if
the atiempt should be made upon the Dominlcans
during the negotintions, under the Haytien or
any other flag, it would be regarded as an act of
hostllity to the United Blates fag, and would
provoke hostilities in return,

The President and Secrotary of Btate ex-
pressed the hope that the friendly relations now
existing betwevn Hayti and the United Btates
would net be interrupted, and that while they
were aware of thelr wenkness they knew their
rights and would maintain them to the bestof
their ability, and thot they must be allowed to
be the judges of their own policy, Admiral Poor
afterwards learned unoflicially that the autho-
rities were displessed with what they considered
a mennce upon the park of the Unlied Stales
asccompanled with force. The day before the
arrival of the S8evern at Port-au-Prince there
wak a report in eirculation in the town that a
collision had oceurred at L‘ape Haytlen between
the Nantucket and the Haytien man-of-war
Terror, late the Pequot, in consequence of the
protection given by the former to the American
Conpsul. It was also reported ULy the
two pilota who Dbrought in the Severn
and Dictator, witha discrepancy ns to the result.
An investigantion by the Admiral proved the
rumor witheut foundation. The following Hay-
tion veseels were at anchor at Port-asu-Prince: —
Maratanzn, Quaker City, Alexander Petion,
(inleta, and the Mount Vernon, a transpori.
The Quaker City is dismantled.
